Miss Sheila Stiven, Craft Con- 
sultant for the Saskatchewan Arts 
Board, announced recently that 
the Canadian Handicrafts Guild, 
with headquarters in Montreal, is 
completing arrangements for its 
long-planned, nation-wide Indian 
Exhibition next May.

beadwork, quillwork, carving, 
sinew or thongwerk, embroidery 
on home-tanned skins, basket- 
making,. and horsehair work. 
Every article must be made by 
hand by a living worker, dyed 
with natural dyes, and contain no 
machine stitching. These are not 
to be “souvenir” items, but excel- 
lent and authentic Canadian In- 
diar craft pieces. The best of these 
will be chosen by the Canada 
Handicrafts Guild to form a Tra- 
en Exhibition which will be 


ent to all parts of Canada to 
display ‘the finest available ex- 
amples of Tribal craftwork. 


Since 1947, when their first In- 
dian Craft Competition was held, 
the Canadian Handicrafts Guild 
has planned for this type of Na- 
tional Indian Craft Exhibition. 
The Guild's object is to encour- 
age the preservation of the won- 
derful tribal tradition of craft 
skills to be passed on from old 
workera to the new generations. 
The Guild feels that among all 
the Indian tribes in Canada this 
wealth of native art is to be very 
dearly cherished as a valuable 
element of the general life of Can- 
jada.

OUT-OF-THE-ORDINARY 
SEAFOOD SANDWICH 


There's no dearth of new 
ideas for sandwiches. The only .- 
test of a different combination 
is, “How does it taste?” 

Recently the home economists 
of the Department of Fisheries 
of Canada were testing some 
Eurovean sandwich combina- 
tions. Among them was one 
called the Reuben Grilled Sand- 
wich. This sandwich dates from 


an era when people ate heartily 
after th. theatre. It consists of 
a meat, Swiss cheese, and sauer- 
kraut. placed between two large, 
thickish slices of Russian rye 
or pumpernickel bread moistened 
with Russian dressing. The com- 
bination sounds odd but is ex- 
ceedingly good when grilled. 
Here is the recipe as given by 
the fisheries home economists. 


Seafood reuben grilled sandwich

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new family of instant food 
mixes which combine potatoes 
with beef, pork, ham, chicken, 
cheese, egg, and codfish have been 
developed at the Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’, Food Re- 
search Institute in Oitawa. 


These drum-dried mixes (as 
well as instant turnip) have been 
developed to. the point where 
large-scale pilot-plant ‘production 
can begin to test for commercial 
fyundness and consumer accept: 
ance: of the products, Cod-potato 
and inatant turnip are to be tested 
first. 


Development of potato-protein 
products involved processing them 
in crystalline or pellet form, then 
packaging them in polyethylene 
and aluminum foil laminated bags. 
Sealing was done in nitrogen gae 
and under ordinary , atmospheric 
conditions. The packed foods were 
stored at 0 degrees, 4£ degrees, 
and 90 degrees F. 


The stored food wus submitted | 
to taste panels at irtervals for | 
comments on color. flavor, and) 
general acceptability. . 

All the products packed under 
atmospheric conditions and in ni- 
trogen were ‘satisfactory after 
they had been stored at 0 degrees 
and 45 degrees F. for at least 
six months. When stored at 90 
degrees F. the pelleted cod-potato 
had browned a little and was 
slightly off-flavor at two months 
of storage and the crystalline pro- 
duct t three months. 


There was some fading in color 
of the beef-potato samples after 
two months, The fading was quite 
evident after five months of 
storage. 

Some taste panel members felt 
that the products packed under 
atmospheric conditions were a 
littlé inferior to those packed in 
nitrogen gas. The researchers sug- 
geste] that the oxyget and mois- 
ture trapped within the product, 
when packed under atmospheric 
conditions, is detrimental to color, 
flavor, and texture of the product

At present, it seems that potato- 
animal-protein foods have to be 
kept at less than 50 degrees F. 
unless intended for immediate 
consumption. 

Dehydrated instant foods com- 
pare favorably in cost with frozen 
a@nd canned foods ad their small 
bulk and weight saves transpor- 
tation. costs. 

_Plans call for using plant pro- 
teins from. cottonseed, soybean, 
sesame seeds and sunflower seeds. 
Plant proteins are much cheaper 
and can be made nutritionally ade- 
quate by supplementing them with 
some animal proteins, especially 
casein, yeasts, and fish flour. 

Cheap, basically wholesome 
foods, which can be easily trans- 
ported and kept without refrigera- 
tion, would be convenient in shipp- 
ing to famine stricken areas and

Chignecto seed 
demand heavy 


Deman outran supply recently 
when the CDA’s Nappan (N.8.) 
Experimental Farm offered . far- 
mer: seed from its new swede 
turnip variety, Chignecto. 


Requests poured in from nine 
provinces and three foreign 
countries. 


The Farm was able to fill o3 
requests but 42 others had to be 
turned away when supplies ran 
out. 


The demand was encouraging 
since swede turnip production has 
been declining. < 


Chignecto is about equal to the 
more common varieties of swede 
turnips in yielding ability and eat- 
ing quality. The big drawing card 
is its resistance to clubroot, This 
disease is extremely serious in the 
Atlantic Provinces. Many affected 
plants die long before harvest. The 
remaining ones are misshapen and 
reduced in size so that they have

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CHICKEN 


Chicken broilers come to mar- 
ket under six to ten weeks of 
age and they weigh up to four 
pounds. You may buy a whole 
bird and split it yourself—just 
use a pair of kitchen sheers, 
‘eplit it down the backbone and 
then disjoint it. Chicken pieces, 
however, are a more convenient 
buy and there. is the added ad- 
vantage that you can buy just 
enough white or dark meat to 
please everyone. Half birds or 
chicken pieces may be broiled, 
fried or barbecued. 

To Broil —- Bake — (Chicken 
fialves and quarters.) A com- 
bination of broiling followed 

‘ by Bhking gives a more tender, 
juicy bird rather than the us- 
ual brofling which makes the 
meat dry. To broil-bake the 
chicken, preheat the broiler 
compartment five minutes (fol- 
lowing manufacturer's direc- 
rection). 

Brush chicken with butter or 
cooking oil. Sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and paprika. Place skin 
side down in a greased, shal- 
jow pan without a rack so that 
top of chicken is six to-eight 
inches from heating unit. Broil 
until chicken browns; about 10 
minutes. -Turn “skin side up, 
brush with melted butter or 
cooking oll and broil until skin 
browns, about five minutes. 
Then finish by baking in a 325 
degree F. oven: until meaty 
parts of chicken are tender, 
about 20 to 25 minutets, Quar- 
ter chickens cook in about 35 
minutes; half chickens about 

40 minutes.

‘To Panfry—(chicken quarters or 
pieces.) Add chicken, a few 
pieces at a time, to flour mix- 
ture in a paper bag. For each 
pound of chicken mix 4% cup 
flour, 44 teaspoon paprika and 
a dash of pepper. Shake bag to 
coat pieces evenly. 


Heat % inch layer of oil or 
melted cooking fat in a heavy 
frying pan until a drop -of 
water just sizzles in it, Begin- 
ning with the meatier: pieces, 
cook chicken, turning once or 
twice, until lightly browned, 
about 15 minutes. Reduce heat, 
cover pan tightly and cook 
slowly 15 to 20 minutes. Un- 
cover pan; increase heat and 
cook, skin side up, until chicken 
is tender and skin is crisp, 
about 10 minutes. Total cook- 
ing time is 40 to 45 minutes. 


To Oven Fry-— (especially con 
venient when frying more than 
one chicken.) Coat chicken 
pieces with seasoned flour and 
lightly brown in heated fat the 
same as for panfried chicken. 
Arrange pieces of chicken, skin 
side up, in a single layer in a 
shallow baking pan. For each 
pound of chicken, spoon a mix- 
ture of one tablespoon of 
melted butter and one table- 
spoon of broth OR milk over 
the chicken. Cook in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.), turning 
once or twice to crisp evenly, 
until chicken is tender — 35 
to 45 minutes. Total cooking 
time is 45 to 60 minutes, 


To Oven Barbecue — (chicken 
halves and quarters.) Preheat 
broiler. Brush ¢hicken hal¥es 
or quarters with . butter or 
cooking oil, sprinkle with salt 
arid pepper and place skin down 
in a shallow pan without a 
rack so that top of chicken 
is six to eight inches from 
heating unit. Broil until chicken 
browns, about 10 minutes. Turn 
skin side up, baste with melted 


butter or cooking oil, and broil: 


skin browns, about five min- 
utes, Then you may pour your 
favorite barbecue sauce over 
the chicken and bake in a 
moderately slow oven 325 de- 
grees F. until chicken is tender.
